| PARIS, July 20. 
JrOLLOWING is the text of the communique issued at the close of 


the conferences between the heads of the German and French 
governments here yesterday: 


In a recent message the 
Chancellor of the German 
Reich had expressed a desire to 
enter into direct contact with 
the French Government with a 
view to seeking means to work 
in communion for the ameliora- 
tion of relations between Ger- 
many and France. 

The chief of the French Gov- 
ernment spontaneously respond- 
ed that he looked with satisfac. 
tion to an interview which was 
rendered all the more opportune 
by events which have affected 
the economic and financial sit- 
uation of Germany and by the 
repercussion of this on other 
states. 

In consequence, representa- 
tives of the tw» Governments 
met in’ Paris July 18 and 19, 
1931. They agreed in recogniz- 
ing the importance of these 
meetings and in affirming that 
it was the mark of the begin< 
ning of a trusting collaboration.

FALL RESTS AT RANGH 
ON HIS WAY TU PRISUN 


Probably Will Leave at Noon, 
Continuing: Ambulance Trip 
to Santa Fe.

THREE RIVERS, N. M., 
20.—When he awakens about noon 
today, having rested at his Tres 
Rios ranch here, former Secretary 
of the Interior Albert B. Fall is ex- 
pected to resume his trip to the 
New Mexico State penitentiary at 
Santa Fe to serve a year and a day 
for bribe-taking. 

He made the trip here from El 
Paso in an ambulance, described. by 
him as a “damned hearse.” His 
party, including Mrs. Falliand a 
granddaughter, Martha Fall, ar- 
rived here Saturday night. 

The halt was suggested by Dr. 
J. H. Gambrell, Fall's physician, 
who said Fall had stood the trip 
fairly well, but was “feeble ana 
tired.” Fall had no visitors yes- 
terday. 

At Santa Fe preparations were 
made for Fall's admission as a con- 
vict in the prison he, as 2 New 
Mexico legislator, helped build. He 
probably will serve his term in the 
prison hospital. Treatment for 
ehronic tuberculosis will be con- 
tinued there. Fall will be taken 
to the hospital without having to 
submit immediately to _ finger 
printing, photographing and other 
details of “dressing in.” 

With good behavior time off, 
Fall may be released in about eight 
months if a $100,000 fine imposed 
along with the prison sentence is 
satisfied. He is 69 years old. 

Fall was convicted in October, 
1929, of having accepted a $100,00u 
bribe from Edward lL. Doheny, 
wealthy oil man, in the leasing of 
the Elk Hill’s naval oil reserve to 
one of Doheny’s companies when 
Fall was Secretary of the Interior.

as member of the Board of Police 
Commissioners to succeeed Lon O. 
Hocker, president, who resigned 
Saturday. 

Under the statute governing the 
appointment, the Governor could 
only appoint Kiel a member, but 
his expressed wish that Kiel be 
elected president is tantamount to 
appointing him to the post. Ap- 
pointment of Kiel was forecast Sat- 
urdey by the Post-Dispatch. 

The appointment is to fill the 
unexpired term of Hocker, which 
ends on Jan. 1, 1933. Kiel is ex- 
pected to take over his new duties 


within a few days, since Hocker is 
known to be anxious to retire as 
quickly as possible and give al] his 
time to his private practice as a 
lawyer. 

Hocker Policies to Be Continued. 

In a statement to reporters, the 
Governor said emphatically that 
the policies of the Hocker board 
would be continued under Kiel. 

One of the chief aims of the 
board under Hocker has been to 
keep the Police Department out of 
the influence of politics. Signifi- 
cant of the Governor's position 
with respect to that policy is the 
following paragraph from his letter 
to Hocker accepting his resigna- 
tion: 

“It is now a tradition of the St. 
Louis Police Department that it 
shall not be controlled by partisan 
political considerations and it will 
be my purpose, as far as I have 
power, to maintain that tradition.” 

Kiel’s accession to the post of 
president will be possible through 
election by the other hoard mein- 
bers, who are former Mayor Kreis- 
mann; Daniel Bartlett, the Gover- 
nor’s law partner; and Nicholas P. 
Zimmer. Asked whether he 
thought the board would follow out 
his wishes and elect Kiel president, 
the Governor said: Mir 


“IT think he will be elected. 
least I hope he will.’’ 

Gov. Caulfield said that no 
change in personnel in the police 
department was contémplated as 
the result of the change in the 
board’s membership. This state- 
ment, he continued, applied to 
Chief of Police Gerk and Chief of 
Detectives Kaiser as well as to the 
ran! and file of the force. 

“You realize,” he added, “that 
that is my feeling in the matter. 
Final decision on such matters is, 
of course, up to the board itself.” — 

The Governor was emphatic in 
his statement that the appointment 
of Kiel did not forecast a shake- 
up, and stressed particularly the 
fact that Hocker resigned of his 
own volition and left the post with 
the commendation of the Governor 
for his services. 


Kiel Outlines Policy. 

Kiel, when seen by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter in his office in the 
Ambassador Theater Building at 
noon, was equally positive in his 
statement that poiitics would be 
kept out of the Police Department 
and that there would be no shakeup 
in personnel as a result of his ap- 
pointment. 

“Promotion will continue on the 
basis of merit alone,” he said. “As 
far as I am concerned, the depart- 
ment will be run without the inter- 
position of any political influences 
whatever. 


“IT owe St. Louis much. I have 
been Mayor of the city and have 
tried to serve in other capacities 
since leaving the office because I 
realize my debt to the community. 
Now that I am past 60 years of age 
I would be a fool to allow politics. 
to make the police force its foot- 
ball, 

“Therefore, I think now is as 
good a.time as any to tell my 
friends and political associates that 
I shall not allow any friend or any 
politician to affect my actions as 
a member of the Police Board. 

“I believe the police force.. as 
now constituted, to be an efficient 
body, well administered. I shall 
do everything in my power to 
maintain it at its present efficiency 
and to improve it whenever the 
opportunity presents itself.”

State Stimson and Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon of the United 
States, departing for London, are 
understood to have expressed the 


belief that Germany can best be 
helped financially by an imme- 
diate restoration of confidence and 
prevention of an outflow of capital. 

It is understood that heart-to- 
heart talks of Stimson and Mellon 
with Chancellor Bruening and For- 
eign Minister Curtius of Germany, 
covered much more ground than 
detailed projects for relief of Ger- 
many. 

The main idea of Stimson and 
Mellon, it is learned, is that above 
all else foreign banks. should ble 
induced not to remove capital from 
Germany because banks generally 
would hesitate to invest new cap- 
ital in a country while they stil! 
were under the impulse of with- 
drawing what already was there, 

“Must Plug Up Hole First.” 

It was put this way: “If there 
is a hole in the bottom of a tug- 
boat, it is useless to think of say- 
ing the tugboat by pouring in new 
water from above. The hole sim- 
ply has got to be plugged up 
first.”’ 

Stimson and Mellon were able to 
supplement _ their conversations 
with Bruening and Curtius which 
lasted well into yesterday morning, 
by another talk at the conclusion 
of the general meeting of represen- 
tatives of various countries at the 
Ministry of the Interior. 

After formal adjournment, the 
delegates broke up into groups a» 
wine was passed around, and Stim- 
son and Mellon had a window-cor- 
ner for frank exchange of views 
with the Germans. 

It is understood the Americans 
and Germans separated with the 
Germans happy in the belief that 
the Americans would do all they 
could to have American banks con- 
tribute their bit to the restora¥ion 
of confidence in Germany by ceas- 
ing to withdraw capital. 


Conference of All Powers. 

At the conference of all Powers. 
Bruerting delivered a general sum- 
mary of Germany's need for finan- 
cial help without, however, men- 
tioning any particular figure as to 
the total amounts of credits or 
loan needed. 

Previer Laval of France then 
called on representatives of all the 
other countries to express their 
views and began with Stimson. 

Stimson indicated satisfaction, 
which he felt all would share, that 
Germany’s representatives had 
come to Paris, and looked forward 
with confidence to real achieve- 
ments at the London conference. 

All the other delegates spoke in 
a similar vein. 

In joining the discussion, Laval 
said “precautions” were desirable 
in connection with anything that 
might be done for Germany. The 
impression was that Laval was al- 
luding to guarantees, both financial 
and political. 

An American spokerman said 
that reports emanating from Ger.- 
man sources that the Americans 
seemed to think a short-tern 
credit sufficient, while the Ger- 
mans pleaded for long-term credit 


scarcely gave a complete picture of} 


the situation. What the Americans 
favor, it was pointed out, is imme- 
diate restoration of confidence in 
Germany, with a later working out 
of details as to how the new cred- 
its shall be applied. 

Aims of London Parley. 

Stimson said the London con- 
ference would be confined exclu- 
sively to the relief of Germany. 
Asked whether political aspects of 
the problem would be completely 
eliminated, he replied that -~such 
was the ‘purpose, but that it was 
difficult to keep any financial con- 
versations completely free from po- 
litical considerations, 

“Tl am giad,” Stimson said, “that 
my visit to Paris has made it pos- 
sible to be present at the conversa- 
tions which have been taking place 
between the ministers of the vari- 
ous Powers with a view to reliev- 
ing the financial emergency in Ger- 
many. 

“It has been a source of greatest 
satisfaction to find their conversa- 
tions have all been animated by the 
most conciliatory spirit and sincere 
desire on the part of all concerned 
to find effective measures of relief.

TELESCOPE TO VIEW 
STARS 1,500,000,000 
LIGHT YEARS AWAY 


Navy Building Instrument With 
Greater Photographic Pow- 
er Than Any in Existence. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 20.—A tel- 


escope designed to have the great- 


est photographic power of any, 
though less than half the size of 
the world’s largest 100-inch tele- 
scope, is being built for the Unit- 
ed States Naval Observatory. 

With a mirror 40 inches in di- 
ameter, it is expected to explore 
space to a distance of 1,500,000,- 
000 light years, the limit of the 
penetrating power of largest exist- 
ing telescopes, and to do it more 
accurately than ever before. A 
light year is the distance traversed 
by a ray of light in one year at a 
speed of 186,600 miles per second. 

The new telescope is being built 
by Prof. G. W. Ritchey from a de- 
sign made by himself.and Prof. 
Henri Chretien of the University 
of Paris. 

Astronomers chart heavens by 
matching together photographs of 
sections of the sky. Stars can be 
located more accurately in a large 
section that shows more “funda- 
mental stars’ that serve as land 
marks in measuring location of 
other stars. 

Improvements in the Ritchey- 
Chretien tzlescope will make it 90 
per cent efficient in photographic 
work as compared with its theo- 
<i optical power, whereas the 

ost powerful now in use is only 
5 per cent efficient in this respect, 
Prof. Ritchey said. 


INDICTED IN STOCK FRAUD, 
BROKER PLEADS GUILTY 


R. L. Harrison, 33, Said to Have 
Run $12,000 ap to $6,500,000, 
Only to Lose It in Crash,

NEW YORK July 20.—Robert 
Lee Harrison, 33-year-old stock 
broker, whose lawyer said he ran 
$12,000 up to $6,500,000 only to 
lose it all in the 1929 Wall street 
crash, pleaded guilty to a charge of 
grand larceny today. He was sent 
to the Tombs for sentence July -.7. 

Harrison is alleged to have used 
the names of former Gov. Alfred E. 
Smith, John J. Raskob and other 
prominent men without authoriza- 
tion to induce investors to place 
money in a mythical pool in which, 
it is estimated, they lost about $1,- 
000,000. ' 

The indictment to which he 
pleaded was based on the evidence 
of Selma Boyd. who charged he ob- 
tained $25,000 from her to invest 
in securities and pocketed the 
money.

LIGHTNING KILLS 
MAN AT GOLF TEE 
IN UNIVERSITY CITY 


Bolt Apparently Follows 
Wires to Fuse Box Near 


Which John Eckelkamp 
Is Seated. 


A bolt of lightning apparently 
following electric wiring to a fuse 
box in the office at a golf driving 
tee at Olive boulevard and Bart- 
mer avenue, University City, killed 
John Eckelkamp, 45 years old, 
7475 Cornell avenue, last night. 

Eckelkamp, part owner of the 
place, was sitting on a bench in 
front of the fuse box with his 
partner, Kyrle Boldt, 7327 West- 
moreland avenue, having sought 
shelter from a shower shortly after 
9:30 o'clock. 

“Eckelkamp rose and called to a 
group of small boys outside to go 
home out of the rain,” Boldt said. 
“At that moment there was a 
blinding flash and I felt a sharp 
pain in my right arm. Startled, I 
ran through the door instinctively, 
then realized that lightning had 
struck. 

“IT returned to the office and 
found Eckelman slumped over a 
bin of golf balls. I ran to. the Fire 
Department a block away. The 
firemen brought an inhalator and 
two physicians were called. They 
worked for more than an hour 
without success.” 

A small burned spot at the back 
of Eckelkamp’s head was the only 
mark. Boldt suffered no ill ef- 
fects from the shock. 

Eckelkamp, an electrician, for- 
merly conducted the Parkview 
Electric Co., 6227 Delmar boule- 
vard. He was a member of the 
Forest Park Golf Club and repre- 
sented the organization in several 
district tournaments. 

Surviving are his widow, parents, 
four sisters and a brother.

Credit of $500,000,000 
Believed to Be Sufficient 


for Germany Now. 


By the_Associated Press. 
LONDON, July 20.—Statesmen 


of seven nations assembled this 
evening in Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald’s office in the House of 


Commons for the first meeting of 
a conference which will consider 


how Germany is to be saved from 
economic collapse. 

Prime Minister MacDonald, pre- 
siding at the opening meeting, 
stated: “If we cannot find a solu- 
tion of the present crisis nobody 
can foretell the political and finan- 


cial dangers which will ensue.” 

The Prime Mintster, after review- 
ing the steady growth of the eco- 
nomic crisis, added: 

‘By June 18 the situation seemed 
almost hopeless, when the whole 
face of it was changed in half an 
hour by the dramatic announce- 
ment of President Hoover's offer. 
History will pronounce this decision 
an act of rare courage and states- 
manship.”’ 

Brucning and Laval Speak. 

Besides MacDonald, only Chan- 
cellor Bruening and Premier Laval 
spoke at the opening of the ses- 
sion. Premier Laval explained the 
Paris negotiations and said that u 
“spirit of collaboration and co-op- 
eration” had been achieved by the 
Germans and French. 

Chancellor Bruening reviewed the 
details of Germany's financial 
crisis and explained that drastie 
steps must be taken to save her 
from a financial debacle. 

The first meeting adjourned 
early his evening. 

Prime Minister MacDonald, For- 
eign Secretary Henderson and 
othe rofficials met arriving delega- 
tions at the railway station. The 
arrivals included Premier Laval, 
Foreign Minister Briand, Finance 
Minister Flandin and Andre Fran- 
cois-Poncet or France; Chancellor 
Bruening and Foregin Minister 
Curtius of Germany; Foreign Min- 
ister Grandi of Italy and Premier 
Renkin of Belgium. 

Secretaries Stimson and Mellon, 
representing the United States, 
came over from Paris yesterday. 
Ambassador Matsudaira will attend 
for Japan. 

The French and German repre- 
sentatives are staying at the same 
hotel.

Atmosphere of Optimism. 

An atmosphere of optimism per« 
vaded London today—so much so 
that in diplomatic circles it was 
conference would 
finish its job this week. This con- 
fidence was in large part based 
upon the elimination from the pro- 
gram of the troublesome question 
of political guarantees asked by 
France from Germany in exchange 
for her participation in financial 
aid. It was based, too, upon the 
knowledge that the Ministers tak- 
ing part in the deliberations were 
aware of the necessity of prompt 
action to relieve all Europe. 

A third factor was the Franco- 
German agreement, reached at 
preliminary negotiations in Paris, 
that both France and Germany 
would do everything they could te 
create conditions favorable to ef- 
fective collaboration between them 
in both the political and economic 
fields. 

Preliminary ‘meetings began to- 
day when Secretary of State Stim- 
son called on Ramsty MacDonald 
at the Prime Minister's residence, 
10 Downing street.

PARIS, July 20.—Wreathed in 
smiles, the diplomats of the ‘In- 
ternational Traveling 
left here today for London. 

The entire staffs of the embas- 
sies of Germany, Belgium and 
Italy, as weli as high functionaries 
of the French Foreign Office, 
crowded the North Station plat- 
form to wish their superiors well 
as the train departed at 10 a. m. 
Several thousand commoners were 
lined up in the station behind the 
cordons of police. 

The principals in the party were 
Premier Laval and Foreign Minis- 
ter Briand of France; Chancellor 
Bruening and Foreign Minister 
Curtius of Germany; Foreign Min- 
ister Grandi of Italy, and Foreign 
Minister Hymans and Emil Fran- 
qui, finance expert and diplomat, 
of Belgium. Despite their arduous 
negotiations in Paris, they all 
seemed in good shape. 

Conference Room on Train. 

Coaches for each delegation were 
added to a regular train, and there 
was a saloon car, fitted out as a 
conference room, in the _ center. 
Diplomats deposited their hats and 
coats in their own coaches anu 
went immediately to the saloon 
car, from the windows of which 
they received the plaudits of the 
crowd. In the saloon car. they 
rode to Calais—apparently ex- 
changing ideas as the train rolled 
over the fields of Picardy. 


The entire party was on the plat- 
form 20 minutes before train time. 
To please news photographers, M. 
Laval appeared at a car window 
with Herr Bruening and then with 
Signor Grandi, while Dr. Curtius 
roked his head out another win- 
dow. 

There were cries of “Vive La- 
val,” “Vive La France,” ‘Vive 
Bruening,” as the statesmen 
showed themselves. 


“Upon leaving France for the 
London conference the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs and myself want 
to declare how much we have been 
touched by the amiable and warm 
reception we received in France 
from the French Government and 
all French authorities,’’ said Herr 
Bruening. “We are happy to have 
been able to exchange opinions in 
all frankness with our French col- 
leagues, and we are convinced that 
this diréct contact will have happy 
effects for more and more fruit- 
ful development of Franco-German 
collaboration, to which we are al- 
ways sincerely bound.” 


All Officials Oonfident. 


Although the Paris conversa- 
tions of Premier Laval and For- 
eign Minister Briand, for France, 
and Chancellor Bruening and For- 
eign Minister Curtius, for Germa- 
ny, did not yield all they had 
hoped, they spoke confidently of 
the outcome of the London meet- 
ing. 

The new spirit in Franco-Ger- 
man relations was set forth in a 
communique issued when the ne- 
gotiators coneluded their work in 
Paris. 

“From now on, representatives 
of both Governments insist upon 
emphasizing their firm intention of 
creating by common effort as 
much as possible the conditions fa- 
vorable to effective collaboration 
in both political and economic 
fields,"" the communique said. 

In Paris this agreement was 
looked upon as proof that Germa- 
ny and France are closer together 
than they have been in years. 

But it was evident that much re- 
mained to be done. The com- 
inunique disclosed that the finan- 
cial guarantees and the measures 
of “political appeasement” which 
France asks of Germany have not 
been agreed on. 


At the concluding session of the 
Paris negotiations yesterday, Chan- 
cellor Bruening found it impossible 
to give France distinct pledges, 
especially in regard to _ political 
truce. Despite this continued dis- 
agreement, the German  negotia- 
tors were optimistic about the 
results of their work. 

“The decisive point,” declared 
Dr. Curtius, “is that France and 
Germany have exchanged views on 
political questions in such a way 
that we can now say a new path- 
way has been found in Franco- 
German relations.” 

That pathway, it was learned on 
excellent authority, may lead to 
another intimate and confidential 
talk between Laval and Bruening. 
This meeting, it was said, would 
probably be held before the 
League of Nations Assembly con- 
venes in September, and Baden- 
Baden, Luxembourg and Switzer- 
land have been suggested as pos- 
sible places for it. 

Such a get-together, it was de- 
clared, might be a prelude to an 


official call in Berlin by Premier

told reporters he had no change in 
mind with respect to their posts 
and repeated his assertion that he 
did not want to see a shakeup in 
the department.

“I do so, however, with a deep 
regret, for you have rendered a 
fine public service. The adminis- 
tration has been fortunate to have 
had the service, in the important 
office of president of the St. Louis 
Board of Police Commissioners, of 
& man of your great ability and 


‘tsplendid character. 


But I realize 
that it has entailed for you a great 


sacrifice which it is not fair to 
yourself to continue. 

“It is now a tradition of the St. 
Louis Police Department that it 
shall not be controlled by partisan 
political considerations and it will 
be my purpose, so far as I have 
power, to maintain that tradition, 

“With best wishes and the 
thanks of the State of Missouri for 
your excellent and self-sacrificing 
service.” 

Hocker, in his letter of resigna- 
tion, expressed the hope that the 
Governor would appoint someone 
in his place, “who will keep the 
police out of politics, as my experi- 
ence convinces me that only by so 
doing can you have an efficient 
and fearless force.” 

Kiel, now foreman of both State 
and Federal grand juries, will 
draw an annual salary of $1000 as 
Police Commissioner. 

As Mayor of 8st. Louis, Kiel 
served as ex-officio member of the 
Board of Police Commissioners for 
12 years. That service, plus his 
wide activity in civic affairs, 
weighed heavily in the decision to 
appoint him to the post vacated 
by Hocker. 

In addition, however, there are 
decided political angles to the ap- 
pointment. Gov. Caulfield, as is 
generally known, has his eye on 
the Republican senatorial nomina- 
tion and is already building his 
fences for the contest of next year. 
City Collector Koeln, his close 
friend and potent political ally, 
unquestionably will be a key man 
in the fight for the nomination. 

Koeln and Kiel are closely al- 
lied politically, so much so that it 
is the Kiel-Koeln group. that is 
likely to be the backbone of Caul- 
field’s fight for votes in St. Louis. 
Mayor Miller also has an eye on 
the senatorial nomination.

Coming from the conference 
later Castle said the President had 
talked to Stimson but there had 
been no overnight developments of 
any consequence. 

Stimson Is Optimistic. 

An optimistic view that the Lon- 
don conference would succeed in 
solving the stringent emergency 
financial situation in Germany was 
telephoned to Washington by Sec- 
retary Stimson in Paris yesterday. 
Acting Secretary Castle of the State 
Department talked with Stimson 
and immediately telephoned the 
Secretary’s view to President Hoo- 
ver. 

Coming after the United States 
and Great Britain had rejected 
France’s proposals in connection 
with the proposed $5600,000,000 loan 
to Germany, the favorable turn in 
events cheered Washington offi- 
cials. 

With the rejection-of the French 
loan plan, which included financial 
and political demands, the United 
States and Great Britain would not 
participate in, attention was cen- 
tered on the prospects of a com- 
promise at the London session. 

France’s Two Demands. 

France, in suggesting the loan, 
appended a demand that it be par- 
ticipated in or guaranteed by the 
principal interested creditors of 
Germany. The United States ob- 
jected to this, however, on the 
grounds that the Government 
could not loan moneys itself or in- 
volve its funds in guarantees with- 
out congressional approval. 

The French political demands 
were based on two points. These 
were the maintenance of the Euro- 
pean political status quo for 10 
years and the keeping of the Ger- 
man military budget at its present 
level for a similar period. 

President Hoover has made clear 
to Secretary Stimson in connection 
with the whole situation his posi- 
tion the United States cannot inject 
itsel finto political involvements. 

State Department officials said 
their conversations with bankers on 
the situation had shown a united 
sentiment in the desire to assist 
Germany. Aside from a clarifica- 
tion of the Franco-German prob- 
lem, the bankers had, however, ex- 
pressed their belief in the necessity 
for Germany’s taking adequate in- 
ternal measures to meet as far as 
possible the situation. 


LEAPS TO DEATH FROM PLANE 


Passenger Ends Life on 25th Birth- 
day at Jamestown, N. Y.

Bank today. The men obtained 
between $10,000 and $12,000. 

Assistant Cashier Frank Slupin- 
ski was clubbed on the head and 
knocked unconscious by two of the 
men after he told them there was 
no more money in the bank. Earl 
Cayer, a customer, also was badly 
beaten, and he and Slupinski were 
taken to a hospital. 

While the robbers were in the 
bank, someone telephoned the po-

Conspiracy Existing Since 1927 
Charged by Grand Jury 
at Baltimore.

The decision repudiates the “fam- 
ily use” theory of liability in auto- 
mobile injury cases which courts in 
some states have adopted and to- 
ward which there had been a lean- 
ing in some Missouri decisions. 

Under the “family-use” theory 
the head of a family is generally li- 
able for personal injuries caused

case, a father who provided his 
minor son with an automobile to 
drive to and from school was held 
liable for injuries to one struck by 
the son on his way home from 
school. 
Agency a Vital Point, 

The rule affirmed in Murphy vs. 
Loeffler is that a minor alone is 
responsible for his wrongful act 
unless at the time he is the agent 
or servant of his father—that is. 
obeying the orders of the father or 
on an errand for him or in some 
way engaged in the father’s busi- 
ness—in which case the father also 
is liable, 

In Murphy vs. Loeffler Defena- 
ant Anton Loeffler and his wife 
and their 19-year-old son, Anton 
Jr., were attending a wedding party 
in St. Louis Nov. 7, 1926. The hour 
grew late and the son asked the 
father’s permission to have the 
family automobile to take some 
people home. The father gave thu 
permission and there was testi.« 
mony that the father told the son 
to return to the party and then 
take the father and mother home. 
Loeffler Jr. delivered the people 
safely home. On his way back ta 
get his parents he ran down Mr. 
and Mrs. George Holland at Gra-« 
vois avenue and Itaska stre®, kill. 
ing Holland and injuring Mra. Hol- 
land. Mrs. Corrine Holland, wha 
subsequently remarried, changing 
her name to Murphy, sued the 
Loefflers, father and son, for Hol- 
land’s death and for her own inju<« 
ries. A jury in Circuit Judge Ross- 
kopf’s court allowed her $7500 for 
the one and $5000 for the other. 
Loeffler Sr. appealed, and the Jaw 
was laid down in sustaining the 
lower court, 

Auto Owner Not Necessarily Liable, 

The appeal was based in part on 
Missouri decisions leaning toward 
the “family use” theory of Mabil- 
ity. One of the cases cited, the 
Supreme Court says, “was decided 
by this court in 1917 at a time 
when some of the appellate courts 
were disposed to hold liable in dam- 
ages the owner of a pleasure car 
while it was being driven by a 
member of the family for the 
pleasure or purpose of the driver.” 
The Supreme Court then reviews 
several such cases, concluding with 
the rule, previously stated, “that 
the mere ownership of an automo- 
bile purchased by a father for the 
use and pleasure of himself and 
family does not render him Hable. 
tn damages to a third person for 
injuries sustained thereby, through 
the negligence of his minor son 
while operating the same on a pub- 
lic highway, in furtherance of his 
own business or pleasure; and the 
fact that he had his father’s special 
or general permission to so use the 
ear is wholly immaterial.” 

The Supreme Court held, how- 
ever, that the jury had found as @ 
matter of fact that young Loeffler 
was obeying his father’s order at 
the time of the accident. 

The Court’s Reasoning. 

“If the son were home,” the de- 
cision explains, “and if the father 
telephoned him to take @e car and 
call for the parents . - and if 
the accident . . occurred while 
the son was going from the home 
for his parents, it could hardly be 
questioned that the father would 
be liable. Or if the father gave the 
son the privilege to drive the 
Prinkmeyers (guests) home and at 
the same time told the young man 
that after performing this mission 
he might go where he pleased, and 
if the father intercepted the son at 
the Brinkmeyer residence with a 
telephone order not to go else- 
where, but to return... for his 
parents, and if on the return jour- 
rey death and personal injury were 
caused by the negligence of the son, 
the father would be Hable. The 
facts found in this case should be 
governed by the same principles as 
these two hypotheses. The father 
gave the son the use of the family

The ceremonies, under auspices 
ef the Chamber of Commerce, wili 
end with a program of speeches at 
8:15 p. m., prior to departure at 
8:50 of the plane inaugurating 
night flying to New York. 

The evening program will be pear- 
ticipated in by a Chamber of Com- 
merce committee which is making 
the round trip to Memphis on the 
first plane of the new route, carry- 
ing a huge air mail ietter of greet- 
ing to the Memphis Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Overnight service to New York, 
sought by St. Louis banks and busi- 
ness for years, enables a letter 
mailed at the main postoffice at 
7:50 p. m. to reach New York at 
5:15 a. m. Westbound mail will 
leave New York at 9:45 p. m. and 
reach here at 5.15 a. m. Closing 
time for Memphis mail will be 9:40 
a. m. at the main postoffice. The 
mail reaches Memphis at 1:10 p. m. 
and New Orleans at 5 p. m. 

Northbound mail leaves New Or- 
leans at 10:22 a. m. and arrives 
here at 4:05 p.m. By co-ordinated 
schedules with the St. Louis-Chi- 
eago line, the new Southern link 
provides through service from Chi- 
cago to New Orleans. 

In addition to the 24-hour mail 
and express service between New 
York and Los Angeles permitted by 
night flying on the St. Louis-New 
York leg, Transcontinental & West- 
ern Air Line, Inc., announced that 
on Avg. 1 it would inaugurate a 
strictly air-freight service along the 
same route.

20.—Bound for a voyage of Arctic 
exploration and a rendezvous with 
the dirigible Graf Zeppelin near 
the “‘top of the world,” the Soviet 
ice breaker Malignin was under 
way today, carrying three Ameri- 
cans and a group of Russian sci- 
entists and newspaper men. 

Also aboard the ship, which 
sailed Saturday night, was Gen. 
Umberto Nobile, Italian explorer, 
who will seek traces of the missing 
section of ‘his wrecked dirigible 
Italia and the fate of his six miss- 
ing comrades on the disastrous ex- 
pedition three years ago. 

Mrs. Emma B. Dresser of New 
York; herson, Don L. R. Dresser, 
Detroit engineer, and Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Patterson of New York are 
the Americans on board. They will 
make the voyage as tourists. 

Meeting With Graf Zeppelin. 

The Malignin expects to estab- 
lish contact with the Graf Zeppe- 
lin late in.July or early in August 
in the region of Franz Josef Land, 
where mail is to be exchanged and 
the passengers are to visit back and 
forth, the dirigible alighting on the 
water. More than a month will be 
spent in the far North, which at 
this season has daylight 24 hours a 
day. ” 

While it is primarily a scientific 
expedition for the study of me- 
teorological conditions, the ice drift 
and ocean soundings, facilities have 
been provided for those wishing to 
hunt polar bears, seal and walrus.

The sta- 
tion’s personnel includes Madame 
Demme, wife of the director, who 
has spent more than a year in this 
isolated region. 

From Hookers Island, the route 
includes Cape Flora, noted for its 
birds’ bazar, Queen Victoria’s Land 
at the northern tip of the Archipel- 
ago and Crown Prince Rudolf’s Is- 
land. 

Early in August the ice breaker 
Novaya 
Zemlya and Kolguey Island, ending 
her voyage at Archangel about 
Aug. 25. 

Prof. U. V. Vize, explorer and 
scientist, who commanded the Mal- 
ignin when she went with her sis- 
ter ship, the Krassin, to the rescue 
of Nobile, heads the present expe- 
dition, which is sponsored by the 
Archangel Institute for Arctic 
studies.

He Is Slated to Become Financial 
Czar; Generals’ Pay Cut 
22 Per Cent.

MEXICO CITY, July 20.—Gen. 
Plutarco Elias Calles, Mexico’s 


“Strong Man,” who has twice been 
called from retirement to help 
handle emergencies, will be asked 
by the Government to cope with 
the financial crisis. 

He is said to be slated for the 
post of “Financial Czar’’ with the 
duty of checking the fall of the 
silver peso. The newspapers say 
he has been offered the presidency 
of the Bank of Mexico. Recently 
he has been sitting in on Cabinet 
sessions. 

Calles retired three. years ago, 
saying he would come to te aid 
of the country only in times of 
stress. The first stress came in 
1929, when he todk charge of the 
Federal campaign against the Es- 
cobar revolt, and last October he 
intervened in a political contro- 
versy. 

The War Department today cut

a British trade delegation which 
spent three weeks inspecting the 
lumber centers of Northern Rus- 
sia returned to Moscow today with 
the statement they had found no 
evidence of forced labor in the 
Russian lumber industry. 

Three men representing the tim- 
ber Trades Federation of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom made the tour for the 
British lumber trade, which is Rus- 
sia’s largest soft-wood customer. 
They used their own interpreters 
and selected their own itinerary. 

E. P. Tetsall, chairman, said 
they had visited Leningrad, Kem, 
Soroka, Onega, Keret and Arch- 
angel, as representative lumbe: 
ports, without finding anything in 
the nature of forced labor. 

“We found the entire industry 
conducted under the best condi- 
tions of the Russian Trade Un- 
ions,” he said. “‘The workers as a 
whole were contented and ener- 
getic, seemingly satisfied and hap- 


py.” 


NEW EUROPEAN TRADE PACTS 


Austro-Hungarian Treaty Among 
Those in Effect.

GERMANY PRESENTS PLEA FOR 
CUSTOMS UNION WITH AUSTRIA 


Case Placed Before Permanent 
Court by Dr. Victor 
Bruns,

THE HAGUE, Holland, July 20. 
—QGermany’s fight for approval of 
her projected customs union with 
Austria began late this afternoon 
with Dr. Victor Bruns opening the 
case before the Permanent Court 
of International Justice. 

Insisting that opponents of the 


plan are trying to add to the re- 
strictions already placed upon Aus- 
tria, Dr. Bruns endeavored to show, 
from briefs submitted by the op- 
posing nations, how many interpre- 
tations are placed on the term “in- 
dependence” as applied to Austria.

QUEEN HELEN IS IGNORED 
BY LEGATION IN LONDON 


“All We KApow Is What We Read 
in the Papers,” Rumanian 
Official Says.

LONDON, July 20. — Queen 
Helen of Rumania, who arrived 
here yesterday and was ignored 
by the Rumanian Legation, rested 
today in a quiet West End hotel. 

The Legation professed official 
ignorance of her arrival, an_ at- 


tache explaining, “All we know is 
what we read in the papers.” 

The Queen gave out a statement 
that she was in England “for a 
holiday, to pay a visit to my fam- 
ily and to take a cure.”’ 

“This journey,’ the statement 
said, “has been taken in mutual 
understanding with the King, and 
I will be returning to Rumania at 
the end of October to be back for 
my son’s birthday.’’ 

When Helen left Bucharest it 
was reported she was going into 
virtual exile at the order of King 
Carol. 

Her visit to her family started 
as soon as her train pulled fin. Her 
brother, former King George of 
Greece, and her mother, the for- 
mer Dowager Queen of Greece, 
were the first to welcome her.

DETAILS OF THE $12,500,000 
PALESTINE LAND SETTLEMENT 


Plan Provides for Register of Arabs 
Whose Lands Passed Into 
Hands of Jews.

LONDON, July 20.—The Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency reports details 
of the $12,500,000 Palestine land 
settlement and development scheme 
were made public today simulta- 
neously in London by Dr. Drum- 
mond Shiels, Under-Secretary of 
State for Colonies, and in Jerusalem 
through publication of the plan 
with a covering letter from Lore 
Passfield, Colonial Secretary, to 
High Commissioner Chancellor. 

In brief, it provides for prepara- 
tion of a register of such Arabs as 
can be shown to have been dis- 
placed from the lands which they 
occupied, in consequence of the 
land passing into the hands of the 
Jews, and who have not obtained 
other holdings on which they can 
establish themselves or other 
equally satisfactory occupation. 

On the basis of this register, the 
director of development is to draw 
up a scheme for resettlement of the 
displaced Arab families, together 
with an estimate of the cost of such 
resettlement, which is to be carried 
out immediately after the High 
Commissioner of Palestine has ap- 
proved the scheme.

VIENNA, July 20.—One of the 


biggest athletic carnivals the world 
has ever knowr began here yester- 
day when the first workers’ 
Olympiad, attended by 80,000 fac- 
tory hands and industrial workers 
from 26 lands, was formally 
opened. 

Dramatic scenes marked the cer- 
emony over which President Miklas 
of Austria and Burgomaster Seitz 
of Vienna presided. When the 
standard bearers of the competing 
nations took their stand at the 
tribune, the French and German 


delegates, with a spontaneous ges- 
ture of comradeship, stepped to- 
ward each other and clasped hands. 

The loudest cheers of all greeted 
the unfurling of the Stars and 
Stripes. though the United States 
sent the smallest contingent to the 
Olymplad—six atheletes. 

Apart from the opening cere- 
mony, the inaugura] day was dedi- 
cated to the workers’ children. 
Yesterday 3000 boys and_ girls, 
watched by a crowd estimated at 
200,000, marched singing through 
the heart of Vienna to the fanfire 
of trumpets and the accompani- 
ment of a dozen bands. In the afte 
ernoon the marathon door to the 
great standium was opened for 
them and there they played. 

Today they returned home leav- 
ing their elders to play their more 
earnest competitive games on the 
same turf, 

The Danube landing stage was 
packed with special steamers bring- 
ing thousands of competitors up- 
stream from Bulgaria, Rumania 
and Hungary. Special trains 
brought 30,000 from Germany, 
1000 from Poland, 8000 from 
Czecho-Slovakia, 2000 from tha 
Austrian provinces and thousands 
more from the British Isles, Scan- 
dinavia, Switzerland, Belgium and 
France. 

The task of housing these young 
workmen has been stupendous.

How the Dry Law Is Doing in Festus 
and Crystal City. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE Federal prohibition agents last 


week raided one of our most notori- 
ous bootlegging joints and, because of 
the length of time the Federal agents 
remained in the place, business was sus- 
pended for more than an hour. 

Prohibition raids in Festus and Crys- 
tal City are huge jokes. Notorious boot- | 
leg joints or open saloons are raided by | 
Federal officers at long intervals, caus- | 
ing them loss of goods on hand at time | 
of raid, a misdemeanor fine and occa- 
sionally a jail sentence (not to the pro- 
prietor, but to some young fellow tend- 
ing bar), and usually the loss of busi- 
ness from 30 minutes to an hour. The 
places reopen as soon as the officers 
leave town, and it is claimed that liquor 
is sometimes again sold in the raided 
places before the officers leave town. 

There are buildings both in Festus and 
Crystal City that, to the knowledge of 
Federal prohibition officers, have been 
used continuously for bootleg purposes 
for years. So far as the public knows, 
no application for a padlock has ever 
been made, although in some instances, 
if present quarters were padlocked, busi- 
ness would probably have to suspend for 
lack of a location in which to operate. 

One man “in business” refuses to pay 
any city license because, he claims, and 
no doubt justly so, that he sells nothing 
for which the city has any authority to 
require him to pay a license, 

Prohibition enforcement, both local 
and Federal, is a farce, so far as Festus 
and Crystal City are concerned. No citi- 
zen can or does believe that efither the 
local or Federal officers have any de- 
sire to compel the bootleggers to discon- 
tinue operations. At distant intervals, 
they merely make an isolated raid to 
try to justify drawing their pay and give 
the good ladies of the W. C. T. U. some- 
thing exciting to talk about at their next 
regularly monthly meeting.

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History of the Inheritance Tax 


Before 1916, inheritance tax in U. S. was used chiefly as emergency measure; advo 
cates include Jefferson, Roosevelt and Carnegie; all but four states now have such 
measures, nearly all higher than Federal levy; Europe uses method more inten- 
sively than we; post-war German rate almost confiscatory; also high in other lands.

MONG the multitudes of suggestions for 
Acnaine the depression, public attention 

is being centered more and more defi- 
nitely upon those measures that will shift 
the burdens of the Hoover period upon the 
shoulders of its beneficiaries. 

The liberals of both parties. meeting in 
April at the call of Senator Norris, sug- 
gested a constructive program that included 
farm relief, tariff reduction, power reguia- 
tion and curbing the concentration of 
wealth, combination of trusts, unwarranted 
use of injunctions in industrial disputes 
and many other vital measures. Many 
emphasized the necessity of obtaining direct 
revenue for the Government by increases in 
income and inheritance tax rates in the high 
brackets. This means, of course, a direct 
attack upon concentrated wealth. 


The wisdom of increasing income taxes” 


still further is vigorously challenged upon 
the ground that taxes upon incomes limit 
industry. An increase in the inhéritance tax 
ls opposed on the same count, but with less 
reason and less success, though the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury urged its repeal as long 
ago as 1927 and has not to date receded 
from his position. 

It is pointed out that Charles M. Schwab, 
having no children, is as much interested 
in business as if he had a dozen, and that 
Andrew Carnegie, who stopped at little in 
building up an estate, did not leave much 
of it to his heirs and was himself an earnest 
advocate of inheritance taxes. So long as 
there is an exemption of $140,000 as at pres- 
ent ($100,000 in cash and $40,000 in in- 
surance) it is felt that our Federal estate 
tax will not add to our army of unemployed; 
and as the yield to date has been nearly 
$1,500,000,000, we accept the tax with resig- 
nation if not with glee. 


Beginning, as many great movements be- 
gan, with Thomas Jefferson, and culminat- 
ing, as the agitation did, with the en- 
thusiastic advocacy of it by such men as 
Roosevelt and Carnegie, the idea of in- 
heritance taxation found warm supporters 
long before its adoption. This was especial- 
ly true among lawyers, Blackstone char- 
acterized inheritance as a privilege, not a 
right. The Illinois State Bar Association, as 
early as 1897, proposed to the Legislature 
a limit of $500,000 to any one heir. Nearly 
a century before the inheritance tax was 
recognized by politicians as a sure-fire reve- 
nue getter, its justice as a tax upon wun- 
earned capital was advocated by prominent 
economists, notably Mill and Bentham. 

The story of the inheritance tax in the 
United States is interesting. It amounted to 
little prior to the World War. As in most 

countries, it was used as a last 
resort to meet conditions of poverty ereated 
by war. We had it in 1797-1802 as a be- 
lated result of the Revolutionary War, in 
1862-70 to help pay for the Civil War, and 
again in 1896-1902, the period of the Span- 
ish-American War. 

The inheritance tax did not come to stay 
permanently as a source of Federal revenue, 
however, until Sept. 8, 1916. The rates 
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estate that was over $10,000,000. In 1924 
they were increased to a scale running from 
2 to 40 per cent, the highest in our history, 
and in 1926 they were lowered approxi- 
mately to the 1917 scale, where they are 
today. The rates now run from 1 per cent on 
the first $50,000 above the exemption to 20 
per cent on the exceSs over $10,000,000. 


In addition to the Federal estate tax, 
which is a tax on the estate as a whole, 
there are state inheritance taxes In all but 
four of our states: Alabama, Florida, Ne- 
vada and the District of Columbia. State 
taxes are larger than Federal taxes in nearly 
all states, The Federa] revenue from this 
source in 1928 was $62,000,000; the yield 
to states, constituting one-seventh of their 
entire revenue receipts was $127,500,000. 

European nations have made a much more 
extensive use of this method of taxation 
than we have. It has been necessary for 
them to do so recently, to meet the ex- 
traordinary costs of war. In Russia, of 
course, hereditary estates have disappeare., 
together with many other forms of private 
capital. But in other countries, notably 
Germany, the inherited fortune suffered for 
a time nearly as badly as in Russia. 

In 1912, two years before the outbreak of 
the World War, the highest inheritance taxes 
in the world were 20 per cent, in Switzer- 
land and in Queensland, and 13 per cent 
in New Zealand—three economic experi- 
mental laboratories. In Russia a rate of 8 
per cent and in England 6 per cent were 
the maximums; mere fees, bagatelles, in- 
efficiently collected. The war brought the 
rates almost to the point of confiscation in 
the Central Powers and to dizzy heights in 
all the rest of Europe. 

In Engiand, Ireland, Scotland and Wales, 
estate duties (like our own Federal estate 
tax) whirled from a maximum of 10 per 
cent: before the war to a maximum of 40 
per cent in 1919 with only £100 exempt.

all, because first of all, in our 
fantastic economics. 

We shall have a saner literature 
when we shall have achieved some- 
thing approaching sanity in world- 
economics.

McIntyre 


PARIS. 
F ALL the cities on the globe, 
() Paris has the most amazing vi- 
tality. The boulevards that 
now hum with life and physical 
beauty have often run red with the 
blood of martyrs. In all famine has 
stalked and pestilence raged, But 
always Paris rebounds—smiling, 
bowing and gloriously enchanting. 
As filled as it is with its banalitiea 
and frivolities, one always feels 
that swift undercurrent of sturdi- 
ness—the sturdiness that has made 
it the most compelling city of the 
old world. Sentimentalists may feel 
eternally the throb of its historic 
past, the obvious increment to its 
inspiring dead. 


I thought of this today as, 
clogged in the traffic, we moved 
slowly down the narrow rue St. 
Honore. Here Robespierre lived, 
there Moliere was born and yonder 
the bustling department store on 
whose site the Three Musketeers 
once dwelt. <A block away -farie 
Antoinette, riding to doom in a 
tumbril, was spat upon by a mob. 

The completeness of the hotel 
concierge spying system here is a 
phenomenon that baffles us all.

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TOMATOES DISCUSSED 
BY FEDERAL EXPERTS 


U. S. Bureau of Home Eco- 
nomics Studied Food Value 
of This Vegetable. — 


Tomatoes or oranges are im- 
portant to normal nutrition in 
the low cost diet, according to the 
Bureau of Home Economics of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture. In the weekly market 
orders outlined for individuals of 
differing ages and families of vary- 
ing sizes by the bureau in its pub- 
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lication. “The Family’s Food a 
Low Cost,” one pound of fresh or 
canned tomatoes or its equivalent 
in oranges is allowed for the child 
two years old or less. Adults must 
have from one and one-half to two 
pounds, the food guide points out. 

The choice of canned or fresh 
tomatoes or oranges may depend 
entirely on their cost and on the 
family’s preference. 
. The nutritive value of tomatoes 
has not always been recognized. 
Less than 20 years ago food and 
dietary specialists spoke of it as 
being of no value except as it added 
color and flavor to a meal. It is 
now known as an excellent source 
of Vitamin C, the antiscorbutic vi- 
tamin, and a good source of three 
others, A, B, and G, the bureau 
points out.

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the cold pack method as are all 
commercial packs, have essentially 
the same Vitamin C content as 
field ripened tomatoes even up un- 
til nine months after canning, ac- 
cording to the report. The same is 
not true of tomatoes canned in the 
open kettle, for Vitamin C is un- 
stable during oxidation. 


Many inquiries are received by 
the bureau on the effect of ripen- 
ing tomatoes off the ‘vine. The 
answer is that slightly less -Vita- 
min C develops in the fruit when 
artifically ripened than when it is 
permitted to mature in the field. 
But it does develop to practically 
the same degree whether ripened 
in a dark or light room or with 
ethylene gas. 

In addition to the vitamin con- 
tent, tomatoes develop an alkaline 
reaction in the body, according to 
Miss Charlotte Chatfield, head of 
the Food Composition Division of 
the bureau. If eaten in liberal 
quantities they help to counter-bal- 
ance the effects of acid forming 
foods like meat, cheese, cereals and 
eggs, she says. Since the tendency 
of the American diet is toward an 
acid reaction this is a decided ad- 
vantage, she said. 

To the layman the alkaline ef- 
fect of acid tasting foods, such as 
tomatoes and citrus fruit, is often 
puzzling., The various mineral ele- 
ments in tomatoes, especially potas- 
sium, are responsible for their al- 
kalinity. A simple way to fix 
this fact in mind might be to re- 
member that acid tasting foods sel- 
dom increase the acid reaction of 
the body fluids, but those that fur- 
nish large proportions of protein 
Miss Chatfied pointed 
out. 

Since there are so many ways of 
using tomatoes, their use, except in 
cases of true idiosyncrasy, is al- 
most unlimited. They can . be 
baked plain or stuffed; broiled; 
fried; stewed; mixed with cheese 
for tomato rdbbit, and baked with 
onions, cabbage, or celery. Canned 
corn, cheese, and tomatoes make 
a delicious combination to serve 
on toast and many combinations 
with eggs and rice can be served 
as one dish meals. . Tomato aspic 
salad which is inexpensive is a 
pleasant variation for hot weather. 

The tomato juice cocktail, which 
has so recently achieved wide- 
spread popularity, is another pleas- 
ant way of serving this necessary 
vegetable. Plain tomato juice may 
be given to infants as soon as they 
are permitted to have orange juice 
with which it can safely be alter- 
nated, the report says. 

Baked Eggs and Tomatoes. 

Cook rice in a large quantity of 
boiling, salted water about 20 min- 
utes. Drain, wash in hot water, 
and place over steam. Prepare a 
sauce by cooking the tomatoes and 
seasoning for 10 minutes, strain 
and thicken with blended fat and 
flour. Make a layer of rice in a 
Shallow greased baking dish, drop 
the raw eggs carefully on the rice, 
pour the hot sauce over the eggs, 
sprinkle over the top grated 
cheese mixed with the bread 
crumbs, and bake in a moderate 
oven until the eggs are set.

IN DARK IN’ SIBERIA 


Paris - Tokio Airmen Think 
Frozen Radiator Caused 
Motor Trouble in Storm. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, July 20.—First details 
of the accident suffered by Joseph 
Le Brix and his two companions 
when they were forced to land 
their plane in Siberia during their 
attempt at a nonstop flight from 
Paris to Tokio were received here 
yesterday. 

Marcel Doret was piloting the 
ship at the time.. They encoun- 
tered a terrific storm, the motor 
failed and Doret told his comrades 
to jump. 

Below was black mid-Siberian 
darkness, but Doret stayed with 
the plane and brought it down 
safely within a few feet of the 
ground, after which he leaped to 
safety without a parachute. 

Rene Mesnin, the mechanic, was 
sleeping at the time and Doret and 
Le Brix had to wake him up for the 
jump. With Le Brix, he leaped 
from a height of 2000 feet. 

Plane Crashes Into Trees. 

The plane was almost touching 
the tops of the trees when Doret 
jumped and it crashed into the 
trees. breaking off several smaller 
enes and demolishing the motor, 
which was ripped rrom its moor- 
ings on the fuselage. 

Had it been daylight, Doret could 
easily have brought the plane down 
safely, with his two companions, 
for only a few yards from the place 
of the crash was a large open 
space which offered ample room 
for landing.

Visitor From Cincinn, Cincinnati Attempts 
Swim From Broklyn to Bed- 
loe’s Island.

Helene Madison, Who Was Afraid of 

the W ater When She Was a Baby, Has 

Broken Twelve World's Records in a 
Little More Than a Year.

Mrs. Madison hastened to inform 
the swimming coach, who was 
teaching the’ school children to 
swim, of the perplexing situation. 

Two hours later she entered the 
children’s meet and won her first 
race easily. With the victory there 
was born the fighting heart's de- 
sire to win every race she entered. 

The second outstanding achieve- 
ment in Helene’s remarkable career 
eccurred soon afterward. Her 
school relay team was competing 
against strong odds. Helene swam 
the first lap, with a lead of many 
feet to spare, rested while the sec- 
ond and third swimmers lost val- 
uable distance, then swam the last 
lap and won the race by yards. 

Swimming seemed destined to be 
the sport in which Helene would 
prove most adept, but other ath- 
letics fought for the honor. Helene 
as a child loved to run. Her long, 
powerful limbs literally ate up dis- 
tance when she competed in chil- 
dren’s track meets. She won all 
her sprinting events and had she 
been unable to conquer her fear 
of diving into the water she might 
have become a famous track star.

tion when she entered Lincoln 
High School at Seattle. She won 
her prized letter “L” by her leader- 
ship in girls’ athletics. 

When Helene was 15 years old 
there came an opportunity for her 
to enter the national junior cham- 
pionships at Detroit.

Motherlike, Mrs. Madison 
wanted the Madisons to see her un- 
usual young daughter compete in 
the swimming races. 

Helene first swam a short race 
for junior girls and won the event 
handily. Meanwhile, the weather 
changed and before the next event, 
the backstroke, it became very cold. 
Helene went to her mother. 

“Mother,” she pleaded, “it’s too 
cold to swim and I.don't want to 
race in the backstroke.” 


Mrs. Madison did not think the 
weather was too-cold, but drastic 
measures were needed to get Hel- 
ene to enter the race. “I almost 
had to paddle her to warm her up 
and make her enter the competi- 
tion,” said Mrs. Madison. “But she 
finally did and won the event.” 

A tumultuous welcome awaited 
her when she returned to Seattle, 
but the glory did not turn the 
young girl’s head. Instead, it made 
her almost grimly determined to 
capture more swimming records. 

Helene had been following her 
own style of swimming, but her 
parents, when she was 15 years 
old, took her to Ray Daughters, 
swimming instructor at the Crystal 
Pool in Seattle, to learn more about 
the sport. Daughters watched the 
young girlsplash up and down the

tank, her powerful arms cleaving 
the w&ter and her strong young 
limbs thrashing with vigor. 

The coach began an attempt to 
smooth the arm strokes of the 
young swimmer and to change her 
style. It seemed she was bringing 
her arms too far across each other 
in an. unorthodox style. But 
Daughters was forced to give up 
his efforts. 

“I guess each swimmer has his 
or her individual style, and if the 
Style gets you there ahead of the 
next fellow, it must be all right. 
Helene, you just stick to your own 
style,” said Daughters, philosophi- 
eally. And Helene stuck. When 
she was 16 Helene and her moth- 
er journeyed to Florida, where the 
swimming princess was to compete 
in her first national meet against 
Stars whose names are legend in 
the women’s aquatic firmameat. 

The world’s swimming records 
from the 100-yard dash to the mile 
were shared by several famous 
young swimmers, including Eleanor 
Garratti, Ethel Lackie, Gertrude 
Ederle of Channel-swimming fame. 
Martha Norelius and Josephine Mc- 
Kim. 

Her first important swimming 
victory was won at the National 
Amateur Athletic Union indoor 
meet at St. Augustine, Fla., on 
March 14, 1930. She swam the 
150-yard free-style race in 1 minute 
and 40 2-5 seconds, clipping 1 and 
4-5 seconds from the record held 
by “Trudy” Ederle.

HE same day Helene raced the 

T the 200 meters in 2 minutes and 

34 4-5 seconds, shattering the 
record of 2 minutes and 40 3-5 sec- 
onds made by Martha Norelius of 
New York. 

A week later at Miami Helene 
swam the 100-yard free-style race 
against fast competition, including 
Josephine McKim of the Los Ange- 
les Athletic Club. MHelene’s win- 
ning time was 1 minute and 1 3-5 
seconds. 

The next day Helene swam the 
100 meters, breaking the recora 
held by Albina Osipowich of Mas- 
sachusetts. Miss Osipowich’s rec- 
ord was 1 minute 1 4-5 seconds, 
and Helene clipped one and 2-5 sec- 
onds from the mark.

Tuberculosis Vaccination 


ROFESSOR CALMETTE of the 
Pasteur institute in Paris has 
produced a vaccine against 


influence can point to the phenom~-/+.perculosis which has aroused a 


good déal of discussion in medica 
circles. ' 

The quest for a vaccine which 
will immunize man and domesti- 
cated animals, especially the cow, 
against tuberculosis, began with 
the discovery of the tubercle bacil- 
Its in 1882. Thus far the results 
have not been very encouraging. 

Von Behring, who discovered 
diphtheria antitoxin, also attempt- 
ed to produce a tuberculosis vac- 
cine for cattle. He used living 
germs of the human type, because 
these do not produce disease in the 
cow. 

By means of this vaccine he suc- 
ceeded in making cattle resistant to 
tuberculosis. The immunity, how- 
ever, Was not lasting, and because 
the germs of the vaccine were liv- 
ing and were sometimes excreted 
with the cow’s milk, the practice 
was abandoned. ° . 

Profiting by Von Behring’s ex- 
periments with cows, Professor 
Calmette attempted to apply the 
Same principles to humans. 

He used bacilli of the bovine type 
of tuberculosis, which do not cause 
an active os serious form of dis- 
ease in humans. H> further weak- 
ened the disease-preducing powers 
of these germs by cultivating them 
on a peculiar diet of ox-bile and 
potato. 

After years of such cultivation 
Professor Calmette tried put his 
vaccine on animals subject to tu- 
berculosis infection. 

His tests proved conclusively not 
only that his vaccine of living but 
altered bovine tubercle bacilli could 
not cause disease, but also that it 


actually created a resistance in the || 


vaccinated animals against tuber- 
culosis. 

He now felt safe in trying fhe 
vaccine on infants. He chose at 
first only those infants whose 
mothers were suffering from active
